• Sight, sue maintained, is the most

She said that defective vi­ 
sion was often the cause of mental 
dullness, nervousness and sometimes 
actual physical deformity. 
If taken 
in time, she said, eye defects 
can 
generally be rectified by glasses. As 
an example she quoted 
cross-eyes, 
which sue said are 
usually easily 
cured by glasses in children of three 
or four years, but yield only to su r­ 
gery after lo or 16. 
Dr. Allison de­ 
scribed carefully all the symptoms of 
eye, ear, nose and throat troubles.
